AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 

FLORIDA SITTING AS THE ENVIRONMENTAL 

CONTROL BOARD AMENDING SEC. 11-19, 

SEC. 11-20 AND SEC. 11-24 OF THE 
PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE (ORD. NO. 78- 

5, AS AMENDED); INCORPORATING BY 

REFERENCE CERTAIN STATUTES, LAWS, 

AND RULES; ESTABLISHING ACTIVITIES 

THAT WILL REQUIRE A PERMIT; 

ESTABLISHING CRITERIA FOR APPROVAL; 

REQUIRING THE PAYMENT OF FEES; 

PROHIBITING THE TRANSFER OF 

LICENSES; PROVIDING FOR

WHEREAS, Chapter 77-616, Laws of Florida, and as

conduct of business; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners sitting 
as the Environmental Control Board is specifically authorized 
to adopt, revise and amend from time to time appropriate 
ordinances and rules necessary for the implementation and 
effective enforcement, administration and interpretation of 
the provisions of the Environmental Control Act; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners is 
specifically authorized to provide for the effective and 
continuing control and regulation of the environment in the 
County within the framework of the act; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has 
previously established the requirement that certain activities 
affecting the environment are required to be licensed and/or 


permitted, and that the imposition of the fees are necessary;.

WHEREAS, due to changes in the Laws of Florida it is 
necessary from time to time to amend the list of activities 
required to be approved, licensed or permitted and likewise to 
amend the schedule of fees in order to keep pace with

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In 1987, the County engaged a consultant, David M. Griffith & 
Associates to conduct an assessment of fees charged by the Health 
Department's Environmental Health and Engineering program, so as to 
enact user fees based on the cost of providing the service. 
Following the assessment, the Board of County Commissioners passed 
Ordinanoe 87-22, which involvod'major changes to the fee schedule. 
Subsequently, the fees have not been increased and the only changes 
to the fee schedule have been the addition of a few categories for 
new services performed by the Health Department. The fee schedule, 
therefore, neads to be updated. An explanation of each change 
proposed is being provided below together with an estimation of 
additional revenue that would be generated. 


SECTION 11-24 = FEE SCHEDULE 
(1) Annual License Fees: 


Page 12, Lines 19-24; Daletion of fees for food establishments; 
Regulation of these sources transferred to Department of Business 
and Professional Regulation. 


Page 13, Lines 6-8, Item b; Air Pollution Activities; The PBCHD 
receives fees from the Florida Department of Environmental 
Protection for regulating major sources, and is prohibited by State 
Statute from receiving similar fees. 


Page 13, Lines 26-29, and Page 14, Lines 1-4, Item p 6; Addition of 


Pursuant to the 1990 Clean Air Act Amendments, certain ozone 
nonattainment counties, including Palm Beach, ware required to 
implement a Stage II vapor control program. For this program, 
gasoline dispensing facilities were required to install control 
devices to collect gasoline vapors during motor vehicle fueling 
operations (i.e., Stage II Vapor Control). In order to receive 
full credit for emissions reductions attributed to the program, the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency requires a specified level of 
effort to ensure compliance with Stage II regulations. This 
entails: 1) plan review and approval of proposed installations and 
modifications, 2) verifying that new installations are properly 
tested, and 3) inspecting existing facilities on a periodic basis 
to ensure proper operations and maintenance. The licensing of 
these facilities will accomplish these objectives and provide 
revenue to cover the costs of the program.

Page 14, Lines 6-7, Item ο; Water Supply Systems - The fee for 
limited use system is covered under State regulations and is, 
therefore, being excluded from this ordinance. 


Page 15, Lines 25-29, and Page 16, Lines 1-4 Item g; Hazardous 
Waste Generators - The fee increase for these activities will 
provide revenue for the increased cost of the inspection program.

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Line 5, Item η; Septic Tank Manufacturers - The state has adopted a 
higher fee for this service in Chapter 10D-6, FAC, and, therefore, 
this category is being deleted in the county ordinance. 


(2) Plan Review Fees: 


Lines 10-12, Items a-c; Food Service Establishments, Food 
Processing Plants and Food Outlets - These categories are being 
deleted because tho Health Department already collects a fee for 
this service under state regulation, Chapter 10D-13, Florida 
Administrative Code (FAC). 


Lines 13-15, Item a; Chlld Care Facilities - All child care 
facilities currently pay $50 for plan review; the new categories 
more accurately reflect the effort for each type of service. 


Estimated Annual Revenue: 
Number of new facilities 16 x $100 = $1,600 
Number of change in ownership 24 x $100 = $2,400 
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Line 16, Item ο; Family Day Care with Water Hazard - This is an 
existing fee under the broad category of approval of building plans 
(item { below) which is being identified separately. 


Lines 18-19, Item ¢; Private Schools - The flat fee of $50 for all 
plan reviews for private schools has been modified into categories 
of new and remodelling. The few for new schools is proposed for 
increase to $75 to cover the cost of providing tho service. 


Estimated Annual Revenue: 
Number of new facilities 7 x $25 = $175 


Line 23, Item h; Hospital Food Service - This category is being 
deleted because the Health Department already collects a fee for 
this service under state regulation, Chapter 10D-13, FAC. 


Line 24, Item i; Bottled Water Plant - This category is being 
deleted due to the transfer of program responsibility to the 
Florida Department of Agriculture and Consumer Services. 


(3) Permit Fees: 
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Lines 5-8, Item 1; Subdivision Application - This category is being 
moved under local written approval. 


Lines 7-12 ἃ 19-22, Item 1; Septic Tank System Construction - The 
state has adopted a higher fee of $140 for all new installations; 
however, $10 of this amount has to be transferred to the State 
program. A fea of $150 is, therefore, baing proposed to bring the 
county fee in line with the state and recover the $10 sent to the 
State. 


Estimated Annual Revenuo: 
Number of permits 1485 x $10 = $14,850 


Lines 15-18, Item 2; Automatic Dosing Systom - The format for 
collecting this feo is being changed, however, no additional 
revenue is expected in this category. 


Lines 23-28, Item 3; System Repair - The existing fee for septic 
tank system repair permits is $50, of which $5 is required to be 
sent to the State program; the fee is, therefore, being increased 
to $55 to make up for the loss in revenue. State regulations 
require County Health Departments to perform site evaluations upon 
request for repairs to septic system, however, the State adopted 
fee of $40 does not begin to cover the cost of providing this 
service. A new category is being created for permitting of repairs 
when the site evaluation is being performed by the Health 
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Department to recover the cost. The same service can be provided 
by contractors but they have chosen not to do so. 


Estimated Annual Revenue: 
Number of site evaluations 200 x $55 = $11,000 


Page 18, Lines 2-29 and Page 19, Line 1, Items b and c; Permits for 
Construction of Water Supply and Sewerage Systems - Several 
categories are being deleted because the Health Department receives 
similar fees through the State delegated permitting. 


(4) Fees for Local Written Approval: 


Page 19, Lines 6-9, Lines 18-29 and Page 20, Lines 1-14, Items a 
and c through g;- These categories are being deleted because the 
Health Department receives similar fees through state delegated 
permitting. 
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Lines 9-10, Items c 6 & 7; Modification of Permit and Closure 
Approval for Landfills - The Health Department does not have any 
rules to regulate these activities and, therefore, these categories 
are being deleted. 


Line 13, Item k; Asbestos Removal Notification - The Health 
Department is being reimbursed through state fees and, therefore, 
this fee is being dropped. 


Lines 15-20, Item eg; Subdivision Application - This is an existing 
fee belng moved from the permit fee section of the ordinance, 


Page 21, Lines 21-29 and Page 22, Lines 1-22, Item (5), Fees for 
Local Written Approval (Department of Environmental Resources 
Management) - This section is being deleted because these items are 
now covered under a separate ordinance. 


Page 22, Lines 27-28, Item (5) a; Food Establishment Training 
Course - This item is being deleted because the responsibility for 
the program was transferred to another agency. 


Page 23 
Lines 3-4, Item (5) c; Water Sample for Bacteriological Analysis - 
This item is being deleted because this service is available 
through private laboratories. 


Line 5, Item (5)d; Microwave Test - This item is being deleted 
because this service is available through the private sector. 
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Lines 16-17, Item (5)g; Appeals from Ordinance 81-18 - This item is 
being deleted because the program is regulated by another county 
department. 


Lines 21-23, Item (5)d; Reinspection of Construction which Fails to 
Comply with Initial Inspection - A standard fee is being proposed 
for reinspection because the amount of effort is the same for the 
various facilities. 


Line 26, Item (5)j; Duplicate License - This fee is being dropped 
because hardly any requests are received for this service. 


Lines 27-28, Item (5)k; Copies of Reports or other Information from 
Files - This fee is being dropped because the public records law, 
Chapter 119, Florida Statutes, establishes for costs associated 
with copying. 


Line 29, Item (5)1; Copies of Laws and Regulations - This fee is 
being dropped because we believe that this service should be 
provided free of charge. 
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Line 1, Item (5)m; File Search - This fee is being dropped because 
the method for charge on this service is established in the State 
public records law. 


Line 8, Item (5)h; Inspection of Cleanfill Activity - Under the 
county clean fill ordinance this service is currently provided free 
of charge. A fee of $25 is proposed to cover the cost of providing 
the service. 


Estimated Annual Revenue: 
Number of notifications of clean fill activity - 
100 x $25 = $2,500 . 


A total of $124,000 in additional revenue is estimated. The 
various fees being deleted are insignificant and have, therefore, 
not been included in the above calculations; instead the estimated 
additional revenue has been slightly reduced to a round figure.
